Mine Workers, after an hour- 
and -a-h alf session T uesday 
night. M iller’s 120.000 m iners 
will walk out when the current 
c o n tra c t ex p ires Nov. 12 at 
12:01 a.m .. 
Miller said industry delays 
had m ade the strike "unavoida­ 
ble.”

Even if a settlem ent were 
reached before the deadline, 
the union's ratification proce­ 
dure would take an estim ated 
10 days. 
Guy Farm er, chief negotiator 
for the Bituminous Coal O pera­ 
tors Association, said of the 
union’s proposal: "W e’ll have 
to study it ..There are some

that are brand new ” 
The government said a long 
strik e would lead to 200,000 
more unemployed, and cold and 
darkened homes and factories 
The union’s dem ands include 
increases in pay and pensions,

clause, changes in grievance 
procedures and safety provi­ 
sions and improved health and 
welfare benefits. 
The mine operators said they 
need contract provisions that 
would lead to im provem ents in 
productivity, especially a halt 
to work stoppages.

Prosecuters To Call Seven 
Students To Testify In Kent

Prosecutors say they will call 
several more former Kent State 
students this week to testify 
how they were wounded by 
national guardsmen firing on 
antiwar protestors in 1970. Four 
persons were killed and nine 
injured in the incident 
Defense attorneys maintain 
students provoked the shooting 
by the guardsmen, including 
eight former soldiers on trial 
for allegedly violating the civil 
rights of their victims in the 
incident. 
The 
killings 
climaxed 
a 
protest of the U.S. invasion of 
Cambodia. 


Prosecutor Robert 
Murphy 
said he would call the students 
to corroborate the testimony of 
nine witnesses last week, three 
of whom also were wounded in 
the shooting. 


The 
witnesses 
last 
week 
testified they saw no sudden 
rush 
of 
students 
towards 
guardsmen that might have 
provoked the firing. 


Under 
cross 
examination, 
however, they said the ground 
was hilly, and that they were 
facing away or taking pictures 
part of the time, and did not 
see the whole area the entire 
time. 


One witness, former Kent 
State teaching fellow Michael 
Glaser, said about 15 minutes 
before the shootings he saw 
one guardsmen huddle on a 
practice football field before 
they marched up a hill near 
Taylor Hall, at which point 
some turned and fired... 


They may have been the 
guardsm en 
who 
moments 
before had knelt and pointed 
their rifles at students heckling 
them and throwing rocks and 
debris, he said, or they may 
have been officers. 


“They came together in a 
circle. I don’t know' if there was 
a discussion,” Glaser testified. 


He said he heard the 13 
seconds of gunfire 
—during 
which, about 70 shots were fired, 
—as being a single continuous 
volley. Other witnesses, how­ 
ever, said they heard one or two 
shots at first and then the other 
shots following closely. 


Six

wounded and four —Jeff Miller, 
Bob Schroder, Sandra Scheuer 
and Allison.

Slowed In Past Year

They expect population 
increases. 
“Uncertainties generated by

Goss predicted Illinois, Michi­ 
gan and Indiana could expect 
good activity in planned unit 
developments, and so could 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, at a 
slower pace.

Biggest news on the energy front of late w as Mexico’s 
discovery of a vast new oil field, or fields, off her Carib­ 
bean coast. F re!iminary estim ates rangcd up to 20 bi11 ion 
barrels, double that of Alaska's North Slope 
and 
respectable even by Persian Gulf standards 


A lot of speculation went a glimmering however when 
President Luis Echeverría made it clear .n his recent 
meeting w ith President Ford that Mexico was not about to 
bail the United States out of the energy crisis by un 
dercutting the1 world market price for oil. 


Think of the headlines if it were to be announced that 
an immense new field, not of 2(1 billion but of 35 billion 
barrels, had been discovered right here in this country 


Yet in point of fact, that is roughly how much oil 
remaias at the bottom of tens of thousands of pumped-out 
wells, oil that it is believed is recoverable by secondary 
methods. 


Ten years ago. Struthers Wells Corp.. of Warren. Pa... 
developed such a method, a “ stream flooding" system 
Directed into formations at hundreds of degrees tem ­ 
perature and hundreds of pounds per square inch 
pressure, the steam thinned down heavy crude and 
allowed it to flow toward well bores. Business Week 
magazine called it “ thermal Geritol" for tired oil fields 
that could boost a well’s production by three to 10 times. 


But in 1964, Middle Eastern oil was selling for $2 a 
barrel and secondary recovery was not economically 
justifiable. You can guess the rest. Came the Arab-Israeli 
war and last w inter's oil embargo and the energy crisis hit 
home for real. Mideast oil now goes for I l i a barrel. 


In January'. Struthers Wells received 
its 
first 
meaningful order in 10 years from Standard Oil of 
California, where tarry crude at relatively shallow depths 
makes steam flooding, particularly attractive Orders 
began coming in from other companies, 


There is nothing new about secondary oil recovery, 
and steam flooding is only one of a number of methods, 
although the most promising 
Nor does it mean that 
Americans will be able to resume their reckless con 
sumption of their petroleum reserves. 


It does m ean that America is far from becoming 
a have-not nation in term s of oil. We have vast amounts of 
it yet that could last us for many generations — if we use it 
wisely.

HOOSIER SKIES

Of the five planets visible to 
the 
naked eye. 
Mercury 
is 
without doubt the planet which 
has been least seen. Probably 
many of our readers have never 
seen Mercury; indeed it is said, 
that 
m any 
professional 
astronomers have never seen 
the planet. 
The reason is simple enough: 
Mercury, being the innermost 
planet of the solar system, is 
always rather close to the sun in 
the sky. At best. Mercury can be 
seen only briefly before sunrise 
or after sunset near the horizon 
These observing conditions are 
so unfavorable that, not only is 
the planet hard to find, but even 
with, a professional telescope1 it. 
is very difficult to observe its 
surface features. 
A discussion of Mercury is 
appropriate this month for two 
reasons. The first of these is 
simply that November presents 
one of the four or five favorable 
periods 
for observation, of 
M ercury during this year. 
During the interval from about 
the start of the month until mid- 
mopth. Mercury will be visible 
about an. hour and a half 'before 
sunrise in the southeast 
The 
most favorable time is Nov. 10 
when 
Mercury will be seen 
about 
16 degrees above the 
bright star Spica. Getting up 
well before the sun is the one 
unhappy requirement (outside 
of clear weather» in observing 
Mercury this month. 
The second reason for em ­ 
phasizing Mercury this month 
lies in the recent exciting results 
from the first space exploration 
of the planet. The space probe 
Mariner 10 first encountered 


?,weeping by, collected a huge 
amount of data including a 
series of spectacular television 
pictures of the surface which 
were beamed back to earth. As 
Mariner 10 orbited the sun, it 
encountered Mercury a second 
time on Sept. 21, this time 
coming within 30.000 miles of 
the planet. 


The pictures from the second 
encounter reveal even 
more 
detail, showing features down to 
slightly less than one mile in 
size. The principal finding is 
that 
M erc u ry ’s 
su rface 
is 
covered with countless craters, 
ranging from very large ones. 60 
miles or more across, down to 
those at the limit of pictures’ 
ability to distinguish detail. At 
first glance, these pictures look 
remarkably like photographs of 
the moon. But there are dif­ 
ferences from the lunar terrain, 
including a great number of 
hills, ridges, and scarps of cliffs 
cutting across the craters 
In 
addition 
to 
m aking 
measurement of Mercury on its 


two encounters, Mariner 10 also 
flew by Venus last February 
and obtained superb close-up 
photographs of that planet for 
the first time. Mariner 10 will 
encounter Mercury again 
in 
February of 1975 and, if suf­ 
ficient fuel remains for ad­ 
justments of the probe, we can 
expect 
still 
more 
results. 
M ariner 
10 
has 
been 
an 
eminently successful venture! 


In Novem ber, Venus and 
Mars lie too close to the sun for 
easy observation. 
Jupiter 
is 
seen 
in 
the southeast 
near 
sunset 
and 
sets 
soon 
after 
midnight. Saturn rises about 
three and one-half hours after 
sunset. Close to Nov. 9 the 
Taurid meteor shower may be 
seen from about 9 p.m until the 
moon 
rites. 
This 
is 
not 
a 
spectacular shower, but may 
produce about 12 meteors per 
hour 


The phases of the moon are : 
last quarter, Nov 6; new moorr, 
Nov.. 13; first quarter, Nov. 21; 
and full moon, Nov. 29.

Bayh Leads 
9 
Dennis Unseated 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Democrats swept to a solid 
victory in Indiana Tuesday, 
electing Sen. Birch Bayh to a 
third term, switching the 
political complexion of the 
Hoosier congressional delega­ 
tion from 7-4 Republican to 9-2 
Democratic, and winning at 
least the House of the 1975 and 
1976 legislatures. 
Bayh defeated Indianapolis 
Mayor Richard G. Lugar by 
upwards of 35,000 votes, a 
margin somewhat less than the 
vote cast for Donn Lee, the 
American party candidate who 
appeared to have received 
around 50,000. 
Five GOP congressmen seek­ 
ing new terms lost, including 
the dean of the party's 
delegation, Rep. William G. 
Bray of the 6th District, and 
Reps. Earl F. Landgrebe of the 
2nd and Davis W. Dennis of the 
10th, both of whom were among 
Richard M. Nixon’s heartiest 
supporters. 
Bray had been in Congress 
since 1951. He lost to a 28-year- 
old parochial school teacher, 
David Evans of Indianapolis. 
2 Professors Win 
Landgrebe and Dennis lost lo 
college professors, Landgrebe 
to Floyd Fithian of Purdue, 
Dennis to Philip Sharp of Ball 
State. 
Taking advantage of the fact 
Bayh beat Lugar in the 
mayor’s own county by about 
5,000 votes, the .Democrats 
elected nine of 15 Marion 
County members to the House 
of the legislature. That victory 
gave them nearly one-fifth the 
members the party needed to 
control the lOO-member House. 
The rest of the control of the 
House came 
as 
Hoosier s 
showed their displeasure over 
Watergate, the economy and 
inflation and sent the Republi­ 
cans presently in power to the 
sidelines. Among survivors was 
1974 House Speaker Kermit 
Burrous, R-Peru, but he’ll be a 
rank and file member this 
time. 
Along with the rest went GOP 
hopes of taking four statehouse 
offices from the Democrats. 
Incumbents Larry Conrad, 
secretary of state; 
Mary 
Currie, state auditor; Jack L. 
New, state treasurer, and Billie 
R. McCullough, courts clerk, 
were re-elected in the party 
sweep, Conrad despite prob­ 
lems within his own party in 
overcoming the effects of a 
widely circulated controversial 
“master plan" for his political 
future which he denied having 
anything to do with. 
GOP Shows Strength 
Many local officials in county 
and township levels were 
elected in the Democratic 
steamroller. But it was not a 
rout. Republicans showed sur­ 
prising strength in many areas, 
and even when they lost it was 
frequently by narrow margins. 
It appeared Democrats were 
in the majority among the 
voters in about two-thirds of the 
state's 92 counties. 
There were some surprises. 
One was Lugar’s failure to 
carry Marion County, where he 
is serving his second term as 
mayor in a unified city-county 
government. Another was the 
GOP strength in normally 
heavily Democratic Lake Coun­ 
ty. With two-thirds of the 
precincts reporting, Bayh was 
only 12,000 ahead of Lugar 
there. 
While Democrats won the 
House, a heavy GOP edge in 
the 25 holdover senators with 
two more years to go in terms 
to which they were elected in 
1972 appeared to have enabled 
that party to retain the Senate, 
but barely. Republicans needed 
only seven seats beyond the 19 
holdovers to retain control. 
Judges Are Retained 
It also appeared two Supreme 
Court justices and five Court of 
Appeals judges were retained 
in office in a non-partisan 
referendum — Supreme Court 
Judges Norman Arterburn and 
Richard Givan, and Appeals 
Court Judges Jonathan Robert­ 
son, Paul Buchanan Jr., 
Charles White, Robert Staton 
and Robert Lybrook. 
Voters also apparently adopt­ 
ed two constitutional amend­ 
ments, one providing that 
candidates for governor and 
lieutenant governor run for 
election jointly as the president 
and vice presidential nominees 
do on national ballots. Another 
was procedural, involving the 
wording of legislative acts. 
However, a third amendment 
proposal to redefine the state 
militia was locked in a virtual 
tie throughout the early count­ 


ing of returns and could lose 
when the final official tabula­ 
tions are in. 
The returns were a defeat for 
a quartet of candidates Gov. 
Otis Bowen campaigned for in 
an effort, to have them, join him 
in the statehouse. They were 
William Allen III for secretary 
of state, Jean Merritt for state 
auditor, Mayor Randall Miller 
of Michigan City for state 
treasurer, and. Pay Yoho for 
courts clerk. 
Madden Wins 17th 
• All four Democratic congres­ 
sional incumbents won, led, by 
Rep. Ray J. Madden of the 1st 
District, an 12 year old who is 
chairman of the powerful House 
Rules Committee1.. The others 
were Reps. John Brademas, 3rd 
District; J. Edward. Roush, 4th, 
and Lee H. Hamilton, 9th. 
Only two Republican incum­ 
bents survived the Democratic 
onslaught. Reps. John T. Myers 
of the 7th and Elwood H. Hillis 
of 'the 5th. 
Other losers besides Dennis, 
Bray and Landgrebe were 
Reps. Roger H. Zion of the 8th, 
and William Hudnut of the 11th. 
Zion, seeking a fifth term, was 
beaten by Philip H. Hayes, 35, 
an Evansville attorney. Hudnut, 
a freshman, lost to the man he 
narrowly beat in 1972, Andrew 
Jacobs Jr., Indianapolis. 
Evans, Fithian, Sharp and 
Hayes will be 1975 freshmen in 
the Indiana congressional dele­ 
gation.

Homemade Bread Fights Inflation

NEW YORK (UPI) - Home­ 
made bread is a real inflation 
fighter, now that the average 
retail price of the commercial 
product is 85 per cent, higher 
than it was two years ago. 
A new report estimates the 
cost of a one-pound loaf at .20' to 
24 cents, compared with 45 to 
60 cents for its com m ercial 
counterpart. 
By 
making 
batter 
bread 
instead of the kind that must be 
kneaded, any household can 
produce delicious loaves with a 
minimum of time, effort and 
utensils. 
Batter bread needs no special 
loaf pans. It can be baked in 
any container that is ovenproof 
at temperatures of 350 to 375 
degrees. 
It has a looser texture than 
kneaded loaves, is a bit more 
crumbly and stales faster. But 
it freezes as well as kneaded 
bread and. is equally useful in. 
making such things as bread 
crumbs, meiba toast, croutons, 
main dish and dessert pud­ 
dings, french toast, toast cups 
and poultry stuffing. 
Here is a basic recipe, with 
several variations: 
Sprinkle 1 package of active 
dry yeast on one and one fourth 
cups of warm water (105 to 115 
degrees Fahrenheit). Stir until 
yeast dissolves. Add 2 table­ 
spoons each of softened m arga­ 
rine and sugar, 2 teaspoons of 
salt and 2 cups of unsifted flour 
(measured by spooning lightly 
into a cup and leveling the top 
with the cutting edge of a 
straight-bladed knife). 
Stir in the flour and beat 
dough by hand (or with an 
electric hand mixer on low 
speed or a stand mixer on 
medium) until it is smooth 
and sticky looking and no flour 
dings to the sides of the bowl. 
Stir in additional flour -o n e to 
one and a half cups —to make 
a soft dough. 


• In case the Thanksgiving 
turkey isn’t ready when you 
are, be prepared with meaty 
appet i zers. Serve lunch me at 
wrap-ups on picks. Wrap bo­ 
logna or salami around olives, 
cubes of cheese or pickles. 


Cover lightly with a clean 
towel and let rise in a warm 
place free from drafts until 
doubled in bulk 
—about 
35 
minutes. 
Stir down and spread dough 
evenly in a greased baking pan 
—a 9 by 5 by 3 inch loaf pan or 
a 
one 
and 
a 
half 
quart 
casserole or an 8 or 9 inch 
square cake pan or two small 
disposable aluminum loaf pans. 
No pan should be more than 
half full. Cover lightly and let 
rise as before, until doubled in 
bulk —about 40 minutes. 
Bake in preheated 350-degree 
oven for glass or ceramic 
containers or 375 degrees for 
metal ones —about 45 minutes 
for the larger containers, or 20 
to 25 minutes for small pans. 
When done the bread should be 
lightly browned on top and 
make a hollow sound when 
tapped with, fingertips. Cool on 
a rack. 
Poppyseed 
bread: 
Stir 
2 
tablespoons of poppyseeds into 
the first 2 cups of flour. Just 
before baking, brush top with 
an egg white lightly beaten 
with 1 tablespoon of water and 
sprinkle with more poppyseeds. 
Wheat germ bread: Replace 
one half cup of the first 2 cups 
of flour with one fourth cup of 
wheat germ. 
Whole Wheat Bread: Substi­ 
tute one half to three fourths 
cup of whole wheat flour for 
equal amount, of white flour in 
the first addition of flour. Less 
flour probably will be needed in 
the second addition because of 
whole wheat flour’s absorbency. 
Herb bread: Mix one half 
teaspoon each of dried leaf 
oregano, marjoram and thyme 
into the first 2 cups of flour. 
Cheese bread: Mix one fourth 
cup 
of 
grated 
cheddar 
or 
American cheese into the first 2 
cups of flour. 
Onion bread: Mix 1 to 2 
tablespoons of instant minced 
onion or toasted onion flakes 
into the first 2 cups of flour. 
Apple crumb coffee cake: 
Add one or two eggs with the 
first 2 cups of Hour, increase 
sugar to one half cup and 
arrange slices from two large 
peeled, cored apples over top of 
batter in baking pan. Mix until 
crumbly two thirds cup of 
sugar, one half cup of unsifted 
flour, 2 teaspoons of cinnamon 
and 6 tablespoons of margarine. 
Sprinkle over apples, cover 
lightly and let rise as usual 
before baking.
